PICKETT’S CHARGE. 


Thr Days of ’°68 Recalled at Gettysbarg, 
and This Time tke Pennsylvania Boys 
Scoop in the Entire Lot—A Grand Fra- 
ternal Time Among the Blue avd the 
Gray Upon the Scene of Their Former 
Encounter. 

GETTYSBURG, Pa., July 5.—Just as the 
clock in the tower of the county court- 
house Sunday night sounded the first 
stroke of twelve, the midnight stillness 
was broken by the strains from a bugle 
of ‘*‘Way Down Upon the Swanee River.”’ 
Scarcely had its notes died away when 
the members of the Philadelphia brigade 
and Pickett’s division began tte~ cetebra- 
tion of the glorious Fourth with the boom- 
of cannon on East Cemetery hill, and the 
roar of firecrakersin the town. Pande- 
onium reigned for an hour and a half. No 
such noise has disturbed this little village 
since the three memorable days of ’63. 

Yesterday morning at seven o’clock the 
members of Pickett’s division proceeded 
to the court-house and were called to 
order by Colonel Aylett. 

Some one proposei that every member 
of the division present should give twen- 
ty-five cents toward paying the expense 
which Mrs. Pickett incurred on this visit. 
The proposition was accepted with cheers, 
and the way the money rattled on the 
secretary’s desk was a sufficient proof of 
the esteem in which Mrs. Pickett is held 
by the division. 

Resolutions were then adopted, think- 
ing the Philadelphia brigade for the hos- 
pitable manner in which they had treated 
them, the town authorities for the way 
they had received them, the town officials 
for the trouble and time they had given 
to bringing about this re-union and all 
soldiers for their fraternal greeting. 

The meeting then adjourned, and out- 
side the building they joined in procession 
with the Philadelphia brigade. Each 
Pickett man linking arms with a Phila- 
delphian, the line procended to the Eagle 
hotel, where the party took carriages and 
started over the battle-field. In the first 
carriage were Mrs. General Pickett and 
her son George; Mrs. Charles Banes, wife 
of the commander of the Philadelphia 
brigade, and Colonel Bachelder. Fully 
one hundred carriages were in the line 
which wended its wag through the dust 
of the Emmittsburg road to the Spangler 
lane. Into this they turned and proceei- 
ed past the farm house to the rising 
ground beyond. 

Here all alighted and then the word 
went round that Mrs. Pickett was going 
to hold a reception on the very ground 
over which her husband’s command had 
charged, and within afew yards of the 
woods under whose cover he, twenty 
years before, had formed his division. 
The Pickett men were first formed in line 
and one by one advanced and were intro- 
duced to the wife of their old commander 
by Colonel Clopton, of Richmond, Va., by 
name, stating their regiment and rank. 
She had a word for all and all had a word 
for her. The Philadelphia brigade was 
next presented. Her son, George Pickett, 
stood at her side and when she dropped a 
hand it was at once grabbed bv him. 

The people then moved to the highest 
ground and Colonel Bachelder formed the 
survivors of Kemper’s. Barnett’s and 
Armistead’s brigade of Pickett’s division 
in the order they had been when the 
charge began, and asked the commander 
of each regiment to step forward and 
point out the position of his command. 
When this was done the party ouce more 
resumed their ride and took the following 
route; Out the Emmittsburg road, along 
Sickles’ line to the peach orchard, thence 
across the bloody wheat field to the 
‘Devil's Den Inn,” through the 
“Valley of Death,” along the base of 
Round Top, thence by the battlefield ave- 
nue along the Union line post, the um- 
brella copse of trees at which Hancock 
fell wounded, by “Btoody Angle,” the 
“high-water mark of the rebellion” past 
Meade’s quarters, through the beautiful 
National cemetery, and entered the town 
by the Baltimore pike, over which the 
Union troops retreated after the bloody 
struggle of the first day. 

Mrs. Pickett was the center of attrac- 
tion on the field. She had gathered some 
daisies and anumber of the brigade asked 
her for a few. She gave them with a 
smile, and one by one they were given 
away to be treasured as mementoes. Her 
autograph was also eagerly sought, and 
she refused no one. 

Geo. Pickett. showed the Associated 
Press correspondent the watch his father 
carried during the charge. Itis a melium- 
sized gold one, with the stars and stripes 
end the stars and bars crossed on the lid; 
on the inside are the names of the batties 


war. 

Tosay that Pickett’s men are please1 
would be putting it lightly. They are de- 
lighted with every thing and everybody. 
In the words of a Confederate solJier: 
“We are pleased all to pieces, but Cowan 
this time has captured us body and soul.” 

While the band was playing a medley 
of Confederate and Union way songs as 
the veterans were starting on their ride 
over the field, it struck up “Yankee 
Doodle.’? Instantly a rebel yell and a 
Union cheer showed that the war song of 
their fathers above all others had touched 
a sympathetic chord in the breasts of 
| both. 

Last evening a religious service was 
held. In the absence of the chaplain, R2v. 
J. K. Demorest was asked to speak before 
a gathering of Pickett’s min, mainly at 
the court-house. He spoke to them on the 
subject of the day. How much the liberty 
and brotherly feeling characteristic of 
our Jand shou!d endear it to all citizens. 

Last evening Mrs. Pickett held a recep- 
tion at the Pickett division headquarters, 
and for an hour shook the hand of every 
one presented to her. Immediately after 
| the reception she was serenaded by the 
| Grand Army of the Repubiic band. The 
| Pickett men then adjourned to the garden 

of the house where the Sixty-ninth Penn- 
| sylvania men were holding forth. Speech- 
making and toast offerings were then the 
| order till late in the night. 
' Cowan’s battery and the Wheeler Rifles 
_ departed at nine o’clock, and some of the 
Philadelphia brigade also left for their 
home. The Pickett division left at four 
o’clock this mor ning, and the remaining 
Philadelphians will leave about nine 
o’clock. 
| The citizens feel highly elated at the 
success of their efforts in bringing about 
this reunion, believing that such gather- 
ings, more than any thing else, will tend 
to wipe away the animosities engendered 
by the war, :

Early this morning the jailor at the 
county jail discovered a hole through 
the brick wall under the window of one 
of the upper cells occapied by Dick Chil 
dress, Ad. Campbell and several other 
white prisoners.

MURDER MOST FOUL.

Reed Townsend,a Prisoner Confined 
Iu the Coanty Jail, Hills One of His 
Keepers With aun [ren Bar.

Thursday morning between 8 and 9 
o’clock, the city was startled op hearing 
that Tim Anderson anemployee at the 
county jail had been murdered by Reed 
Townsend, a prisoner confined there on 
an indictment for burglary and arson. 
Townsend has been in prison since 
August 3, 1886, awaiting trial, but this 
latest deed of blood has nominated him 
for the gallows. 

The facts as near as we can gather 
them from eye witnesses are as follows : 
Tim Anderson accompanied by Frank 
Williamson made a morning tour of the 
cellsas is his wonted duty to inspect 
them, and see if any tampering of walls 
or bars of the windows had been done 
during the night. The cell doors, which 
are made of chilled iron are double, 
bolted on the outside by an iron bar that 
like a huge hasp holds the door in a 
couple of strong iron staples firmly 
welded into the stone work. To inake as- 
surance doubly sure, this giant hasp is 
padlocked tirmly on the outside—too far 
from the reach of any one confined in 
the cell to tamper with it. On opening 
the cell door this iron hasp, or bar after 
being unlocked must be drawn out bes 
fore the door can be opened, 

This bar wasthe death dealing ins 
strument usedon the occasion, and so 
quickly was the work of wurder 
done, that we question if poor Andeison 
ever knew he was hit. On entering the 
cell Townsend step up to Frank Wil- 
liamson, Anderson’s assistant, and ina 
playful way with a smiie on his lips he 
seized hold of the bar, and quickly 
wrenched it out of the hands of the hol- 
der, and dealt Anderson a crushing blow 
on the skuli, under which the man 
sank lifeless, and without a groan, Then 
he repeated the death dealing blows,but 
his murdered yictim felt them not. He 
was dead. 

The death dealing instrament is best 
described as a flat iron bar, about a yard 
in length, and weighs, probably about 
eight or ten pounds. The murderer 
presents the appearance of a hardened 
stoic, seems to be quite indifferent, and 
evidently does not give much thought 
to the cnormity of the crime: The fu. 


neral of his victim will take place this 
afternoon from his late residence on 
Spragins St. 

Townsend will probably play the in- 
sanity dodge at his trial, and no doubt 
his lawyers will work the racket for all 
itis worth. But the general impression 
seems to be that‘‘a long rope na short 
shrifv”’ is the best and most decent 
mode of disposing of him.

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HUNGARIAN GYPSIES. 


Their Dislike of All Work of a Calm, 
Monotonous Character. 


Only the necessity of obtaining a 
piece of bread to still his hunger, o! 
providing himself with a rag to cover 
his nakedness, obliges the Tzigane oc- 
casionally to turn his hand to labor of 
some kind. Most sorts of work are dis- 
tasteful to him by nature, more especi- 
“aliy all work of a calm, monotonous 
character. For that reason the idyllic 
quiet of ashepherd’s existence, which 
the Roumanian so dearly loves, could 
never satisfy the Gypsy, to whom the 
sweating toils of the agriculturist are 
equally unpalatable. He requires 
some occupation which gives scope to 
the imagination, and amuses the 
fancy, as wellas keeping his hands 
employed—conditions he finds united 
in the trade of a blacksmith, which he 
oftenest plies on the banks of a stream 
or river outside the village where he 
has been driven by necessity. The 
snorting bellows seem to him like a 
companionable monster; the equal ca- 
dence of the hammer against the anvil 
in the melodies floating in his brain; 
the myriads of flying sparks, in which 
he loyes to discern all sorts of fantastic 
figures, fill him with delight; horses 
and oxen coming to be shod, and the 
varied incidents to which these opera- 
tions give rise, are a never-tiring 
source of amusement and interest. In- 
stinctively clever at some sort of work, 
the Tzigane will be found to be as 
curiously awkward and incapable with 
others. Thus the Gypsy is always 

bendy in throwing .up earthworks, 
he seems to do as naturally as a 
mole or rabbit digs its burrow, but as 
a carpenter or mason he is absolutely 
useless, and though an _ apt 
reaper with the sickle, he is incapable 
of wielding the scythe. All. brick- 
making in Hungary and Transylvania 
isin the hands of the Tziganes, and 
formerly they were charged with gold 
washing in the Transylvanian rivers, 
in yeturn for which they were ex- 
empted from military service. They 
are also flayers, brushmakers, rat- 
catchers, basketmakers, tinkers, and 
asionally dentists, and in the six- 
nth oentury the executioners in 
Transylvania were always Gypsies. 
When obliged to work under super- 
vision the Tzigame groans and moans 
most pitifully, as though he were en- 
during the most acute tortures, and a 
single Gypsy locked up in jail will 
howl so depairingly as to deprive a 
whole village of sleep.—Blackwood’s 
Magazine.

—Moisture is essential to fertility. 

—To be carefully done—grafting. 

—The most economical preparation 
for the crep is to bring the soil to a 
fine tilth. 

—Even in warm weather a hot mess 
will be relished by the pigs, and will 
promote their health. 

—If the hogs have no pasture to ran 
in, they should be given plenty of 
freshly-cut grass, weeds, oats, corn, or 
any thing else they like.—Prairie 
Farmer. 

—There is always fair demand for 
the best products of the soil, and 
when then they are obtained by skill- 
ful management there is also a fair 
margin of profit.—Farm, Field and 
Stockman. 

—Apiarists agree that the bees, if 
left to themselves, will complete from 
seventy to ninety per cent. of the sec- 
tions given them, and may by force 
ing be made to complete them all. 


—To harden wood pulleys. Soft ma- 
ple is often used in the construction of 
friction pulleys. If it is boiled in olive 
oil it will prove beneficial in a number 
of ways. It will harden the timber and 
render it less liable to split, and at the 
same time the gear will slip more after 
such treatment. 

—If a hen only lays one egg a week 
for a year it will pay for her food, and 
every additional egg is a clear profit, 
says a writer.

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CARE OF FARM HORSES. 


Why They Should Kecelve a Thorough 
Cleaning Every Evening. 

Too many farmers fail to realize the 
beneficial effects of thoroughly clean- 
ing their horses after the day’s work is 
over. In many cases their horses are 
placed in the stable at night sweaty 
and dusty, and when the roads are not 
dry. with their legs covered with mud, 
and left to stand till morning without 
cleaning. This certainly does not pro- 
mote the health and comfort of the an- 
imals, and whatever prevents these 
causes a loss to the owner. Many 
stables have only a dirt floor, and 
where the horse is net placed in a box- 
stall, such floors are difficult to keep 
dry and clean, and are apt to 
be neglected, so that the horse stands 
constantly in filth. This soon affects 
the feet, and the horse has to be treated 
for thrush, scratches and other diseases 
resulting from the neglect mentioned. 
The proper care of the fect is a most 
important matter, for with these un- 
sound, the horse is liable to be soon ren- 
dered unfit for even farm work, where 
he travels on soft ground, and on the 
road he is, in many cases, almost use- 
less for even slow work. The import- 
ance of providing clean quarters and 
giving proper attention to the feet and 








legs of horses can not be too strongly.
